LOS ANGELES (AP) - Don't 


curse that cold — it may be sav- 
ing your life. 


The possibility that nonfatal 


virus infections such as the 
common cold may protect many 
humans from cancer and leu- 
kemia came Wednesday at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Society for Microbiology, 


Dr. E. Frederick Wheeleck of 


Western 
Reserve 
University 


School of Medicine said c o m- 
petition between different kinds 
of viruses in the human cell 
may result in the death of one 
kind, thus producing immunity 
against the disease caused by 
the losing virus. 


Wheelock disclosed new re- 


search in which he said he 
made mice temporarily resist- 
ant to leukemia, a form of blood 
cancer. 


He found indications the im- 


munity resulted 
from 
direct 


competition 
between 
viruses, 


rather than from production of 
a newly found cell substance 
called interferon. 


"We know that leukemia in 


mice is caused by a virus," 
Wheelock told a news conference 
"We have recently proved that 
in mice leukemia can be con- 
trolled by injections with anoth- 
er benign virus. 


"If leukemia in humans is 


caused by a virus — and this 
has yet to be proved — it is pos- 
sfble that nonfatal virus infec- 
tions such as colds may be good 
for us. The benign viruses mav 
be interfering with the growth 
of cancer viruses, which could 
be present in all of us. 


"A tany rate, one of the next 


steps is to determine whether 
leukemia and cancer patients 
were significantly free of colds, 
influenza and the like in the pe- 
riod immediately preceding the 
more serious illness."

nation for the past few weeks 
have been advertising for sale 
scfile models of real comets and 
the reception has been fantastic. 
The Comet dealers set up tracks 
in their show rooms but t h e 
excitement that is generated by 
youngsters while racing proved 
to be more than most dealers 
could take. 


If you have visietd the Trad- 


ing Post in Hope, you know what 
we mean. 


Just recently in Prescott a 


gigantic Model Car Race Track 
was installed and this truly ex- 
citing hobby sport is fast be- 
ofming a fororite of moms and 
daughters as well as dads and 
sons. Because young & old can 
compete on an even basis, it is 
proving to be one of America's 
tavorite sports for "family toge- 
therness. 


As model car racing is so new 


to this area, and just now begin- 
ning to take hold, although it 
has enjoyed great success on 
the West Coast and other areas 
we though you might be inter- 
ested in knowing a little of the 
sport and how it works. 


The track in Prescott features 


a 40-foot straight-away which al- 
lows the scale model cars to ob- 
tain fantiastic speeds. Put eight 
of the small cars ofn the track 
at the same time, and you've 
got a real race on your hands. 
The small cars are scale models 
of their acutal counterparts and 
will handle just about the same 
on the track, on a scale basis, 
as the real car would. There is 
a great deal of skill involved in 
learning just when to give it the 
power, and just when to brake 
it, as you go through the curves. 


The cars remain on the track 


with the aid of a little palstic 
guide that drops into a slot. Me- 
tal braid, connectd to the guide 
receive electrical current from 
the track which feeds the cur- 
rent to the motor and supplys 
the power.

Leaders of Baltimore's Negro 
community expressed shocked 
surprise today at statements by 
a Baltimore attorney and long- 
time courtroom champion of 
Negro riehts that he opposed 
"sny further extension of civil 
rights" for Negroes. 


The attorney, Leonard Ker- 


pleman, said in a letter pub- 
lished by the Baltimore Evening 
Sun Wednesday that the riots in 
Los Angeles Watts area "dis- 
gusted me and sickened me as 
n,human being."

Congress May 
Boost Budget 
by $3 Billion 


By WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi' 


dent Johnson's prediction that 
Congress might boost his budget 
to the tune of $3 billion appears 
conservative in the light of re- 
cent developments on Capitol 
Hill. 


During the week ending to- 


day, Congress or its committees 
have approved legislation call- 
ing for outlays of around $2. IS 
billion more than the President 
requested for the 
fiscal year 


starting next July 1. 


Over-all, 
the 
election-year 


Congress has tentatively added 
an estimated $2.8 billion to 
Johnson's 
requests since the 


session started in January. And 
the session is not yet at the half 
way 
mark, 
according 
to 


the congressional adjournment 
timetable. 


In some of the budget-busting 


moves, the few leaders in the 
campaign 
to 
slash 
federal 


spending have gone along with 
the Increases. In others they 
have offered only token opposi- 
tion in the face of certan de- 
feat. 


The House started off the 


week's spending spree by pass- 
ing without an audible dissent- 
ing vote a $2.95 billion higher 
education bill Which rejected 
the President's plan .to save 
about $160 mlllon by shifting 
much of the student loan fi- 
nancing from public to private 
lenders. The authorization bill 
still must be considered by the 
Senate and financed later. 


The House followed that ac- 


tion Thursday by sending to the 
Senate a bill to appropriate 
$10.5 billion to finance the La- 
bor Department and the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare for the year starting 
July 1. 


The bill included $489.2 mil- 


lion more than the President 
sought, much of the extra mon- 
ey being for payments to school 
districts in an estimated 350 
congressional 
districts. 
The 


budget-cutters tried to reduce 
the school payments by $232.8 
million but lost by a standing 
vote of 132 to 25. 


Off the floor of Congress, the 


House Armed Services Commit- 
tee added about $1.5 billion to 
the 
annual military procure- 


ment bill which must be fi- 
nanced in a later measure. 


The increase over authoriza- 


tion requested by the President 
was $931 million for procure- 
ment, about $420 million for mil- 
itary pay hikes and an estimat- 
ed $16 million for medical care 
for dependents of military per- 
sonnel. Johnson did not include 
the latter two programs in his 
budget.
